liquors for leverage purj>oses ¡n the 
United States and all territory sub­ 
ject to the jurisdiction thereof an i 
exportation thereof ar* 
hereby 
pro­ 
hibited. 
'Section 2 
Thx congress or th .* 
states «hall have power, independetu- 
ly or concurrently, to enforce this 
article by all needful legislation.’’ 
The prohibitionists «ay the amend­ 
ment does not prohibit th* manufac­ 
ture, distribution or use of alcohol!'' 
•iquor* for mechanical, medical, sclen 
tific or other purposes. 
They further 
say it will “free the federal govern­ 
ment from 
responsibility 
for and 
partnership in the 
beverage liquor 
traffic.” 
The drastic character of the amend­ 
ment lies in the fact th at not only 
congress but the several states,unde:* 
its provisions, may enact stringent 
laws against the sale of intoxicants. 
The dryg are p. eparing, it is said, to 
begin at once to concentrate their fire 
on congress to get the amendment to 
the states.

Columbus, Dec. 20.—A very simple 
way in which the two leading political 
parties may save themselves the em­ 
barrassment of having the prohibition 
question raised in the 
coming 
na­ 
tional campaign of 1916 has been sug­ 
gested here, and it is understood will 
be urged when 
congress 
resumes 
work 
to 
consider 
the 
prohibition 
amendment. 
The way to avoid the issue in the 
political campaign is to have both 
parties in congress agree to the sub­ 
mission to the states of the consti­ 
tutional amendment for prohibition. 
This will put the matter up to the 
general assemblies of the, states and 
take the liquor issues out of national 
politics. 
If this is done, it is stated here 
that the prohibition leaders will do 
their utmost to save the party man­ 
agers all the embarrassments 
and 
troubles that have been 
feared 
in 
'handling the question. 
No declara­ 
tion wili be desired if the amendment 
proposal is adopted by congress. 
What will hapiH'ii if the congress­ 
men cannot be brought to the view 
that the course to be recommended is 
the best way out of the tangle, re­ 
mains to be seen. 
Prohibition leaders here resolved 
some time ago to carry the fights 
into selection of delegates to national 
conventions and to the election and 
nomination of senators and represen 
tatives. 
The latest suggestion may 
be a substitute.
